army in violation of the articles of war, 
has been sustained by three civil courts 
and live judges, not counting this court, 
bufore which the matter is now pending 
for the third time. Carter now applies 
for the suspension of the just sentence 
of this 'unlawful tribunal' and asks to 
bo released from imprisomne.nl pending 
the. hearing of this second appeal, upon 
the following-grounds: 


"First—Because he is suflVring from 


neurasthenia, and is on 
the 
verge of 


nervous collapse by 
reason of mental
